Reviews the Fight Made ~Qn 


La Follette 


At the special session of the leg- 


islature in 1016 • a resolution ; was 
adopted censuring Senator La Fol- 
lotte for his position on the war. 
Senator Henry A. Hnbef of Stougra- 
ton was the leader in the senate 
who opposed the resolution in a 
speech that will long be remember- 
ed.

One of the things that Senator 


Huber ha* always remembered was 
a resolution adopted in those bitter 
<lay» by the farmers in the town 01 
Perry standh.,, by those in the leg- 
islature who fought against 
the 


adoption of the resolution censuring 
La Follette. Huber has never for- 
gotten that. 


He has always wanted to go to 


the town of Perry and speak to the 
farmers there in appreciation of the 
words that they sent the legislature 
back in 1918. Thursday night Sen- 
ator Huber spoke in the little hall 
at Daleyville to a crowd that pack- 
ed the hall E. J. Onstad, secretary 
of th* La Follette Progressive as- 
sociation was also present and spoke 
briefly. 
Senator Huber in his address dis- 


cussed the Non-Employmtnt Insur- 
ance Bill; the Initiative and Safer- 
ecdtnn; the Judges Retirement Fund 
Bill; changing the place of filing 
Chattel Mortgagee from town, city 
and village clerk's offices to the of- 
fice of Register of Deeds: all these 
measure* having been before the 
last session of the legislature.

speech episode. I had one of 
tho copies of that speech, as it was 
taken down by the reporter; I have 
read that speech and re-read it; 
there is nothing 
objectionable in 


that speech, from the standpoint of 
the common man; therejls ,much 
that is objectionable to the^profiteer 
tjnd tax dodger. 


"The press garbled this speech and 


quoted La Follette as saying that 
^Wfl ..bad., no. grievance against Ger-- 
many;1' whert 'as a matter of fact, what

that income or profits constitute if 
not the best, at least one of the best 
standards by which to measure abil- 
ity to pay. It ig equally obvious 
that the more vexatious and bur- 
densome, taxes ought to be fore- 
gone as long as possible in favor of 
less 
burdensome' ,and vexatious 


taxes. As examples to enforce this 
principle, we cite in the majority 
bill the exceptional and extraordin- 
ary taxes on consumption, like the 
proposed tax on tea, 
coffee, and 


sugar;.the proposed tax on passen- 
ger tickets and freight rates,, which' 
operate like sand- in. the bearings 
of industry and commerce;, the pro-: 
poied increase on letters 'postage 
from 2 cents to 8' cents; -the- tax no, 
bank checks, and other exceptional' 
taxes proposed "in the, bilL Excep- 
tional and 'extraordinary- impositions 
such as these should be avoided al- 
together if possible, and certainly 
should be reserved until other re- 
sources of • .taxation have been «x 
hausted and until "the necessities o: 
the public treasury are uncomprom- 
ising.'

"La Follette took' the position, 


and rightly so, that taxes on con-o 
sumption, such as a tax en sug»r,N 
coffee, tea, passenger tickets, frejght' 
rates, etc., as provided in the hill 
should be eliminated, and that we 
tax the men and concerns that were 
making large profits out of the war; 
tax them 80 per cent of their war 
profits, just as they were doing over 
in England.

"This 
sentiment has strongly been urgeo 
by prominent people in (England, 
France and Italy. But restrictions 
against cancellation are cot alone 
to protect the people who raised this 
money by the sale of Liberty bonds. 
but to serve notice on the countries 
that are indebted of the practically 
unanimous sentiment in congress 
against any such cancellation.". 


Frear said that, of the original in 


debtedness, about $8,000,000 
WB 


loaned to our allies during the war 
for wnv purposes. "After the sign* 
ing of the armistice," 
he said 


about 
$1,500,000,000 was 
loaned 


without authority of law by the 
treasury department for reconstruc- 
tion and other purposes. 


"For this reason it is imperative 


that the power to settle the loan 
should not rest with the treasury 
department alone and that the re- 
strictions placed in the bill should 
be enacted into law."

THE QUESTION OF WAGES

T 


HERE has been a very general impression that wages went 


up very high during the war. We heard a good deal about 


silk-shir ted workmen and wage-earners' autos. And among 
those whose Interests are not favorable to labor a strong plea 
is made for a cure of unemployment and business stagnation 
baaed on a sharp cutting of wages. 


In view of this, it is of interest that two studies have re- 


cently appeared which indicate that the general impression j 
about war-timc wages is mistaken. It is only fair, of course, 1 
to consider not the wage rate but the wages actually received,' 
and to compare real wages, not money wages.. It is not how 
many dollars are in the pay-envelope, but what the dollars in 
the pay-envelope will buy. that is to be measured. Money 
wages of course increased, but unless they increased as fast as 
the cost of living, there was a loss in real wages. 


This apparently is what actually took place. Prof. Paul 


Douglas, of the University of Chicago, and Frances Lamberson, 
have made a very careful study of this matter, the results of 
which are published in the September number of the AMERI- 
CAN ECONOMIC REVIEW. We have no space here for de- 
tails. They seem to prove conclusively that, in a large number 
of staple industries, real wages, which had been decreasing 
slightly for eight years before the war, made a heavy decrease 
during the war, and have increased very sh'ghtly since the war, 


j 
Without getting back to the pre war level. 
At the present 


i 
moment, one should add, they are decreasing again. 


Another study, by Edward Taylor Bullock, is based on the 


labor Market Bulletin issued by the New York State Industrial 
Commission, and its results are published in THE SURVEY 
for October 15. These figures are confined to the state of New 
York, but they must be fairly typical. They show that during 
the war years real wages were on the average lower during 
every year than the level of June, 1914, though in some parti- 
cular months they were higher. These figures on the other 
hand indicate an increase in real wages during 1920 and the 
first part of 1921. But they do not take account of unemploy- 
ment. If the wnges of the unemployed, which are zero, were 
Included when calculating the average wage, they would almost 
{certainly offset the apparent wage increase in the last year or 
two, and they might even bring the average well below the pre- 
war level. And these figures do not include some recent dras- 
tic wage reductions. 


How can we account for the prevailing impression that 


there was an orgy of high prices during the war? There are 
four reasons. 


(1) It is very easy to forget that "bigger pay" may not 


buy so much, almost impossible for a time not to feel "better 
off" with more dollars. 


(2) For this reason wage earners somewhat generally did 


upend more for a time than they could well afford. 


(3) There were a few spectacular instances of very high 


wages, Hke those of the ship riviters whose pictures we saiw in 
the supplements, and who got $40 or so a day. But these no 
more indicate average wages than a few spectacular 1000% 
profiteers indicate average business returns. 


(•I) There has been an insidious and persistent propaganda, 


•till very active, to foster this impression of high wages, and 
to fore* a 'liquidation of labor." Facts have been strangely 
manipulated. Some one has said that while figures can't lie, 
•otne liars can figure. It is fortunate therefore that the results 
of them scientific studies have appeared at this time. We need 
4h« Mjfht of impartially analyzed facts.
